The first stage of construction of an interstate-style highway 
extending from the northern end of Interstate 255 through 
Roxana, Wood River, Bethalto and Alton is scheduled to begin 
early next year. 

Selection of a route for Federal Aid Primary 413, known as 
the Alton Bypass, was announced Monday by the Illinois 
Department of Transportation. The new highway is designed to 
connect the northern portion of the Metro East area with the 
interstate system. 

The state will proceed with a westernmost location, slightly 
more populated than a three-mile-longer eastern alternative. 

The project will require removal of 110 homes, mostly in 
Bethalto and Rosewood Heights. 

The route, approximately 20 miles long, will run from the 
1-270/1-255 junction in Pontoon Beach to Illinois 267 just north 
of Godfrey. 

“It really could affect property in this area,”’ Pontoon Beach 
Village Clerk Mary Warren said. ‘““We have 30 acres north of 
270 set aside just for commercial use.”

Group opposes incineration plan

A newly formed environmental 
group is opposed to a portion of 
a three-county waste manage- 
ment plan dealing with incinera- 
tion. 





t seems that community 
officials have been sold a bill of 
goods,’’ said Sam R. Pessin, one 
of the founders of People United 
for a Recyclable Environment 
(PURE), which is based in 
Belleville. ‘‘The big trash com- 
ies get PR (public relations) 
to put it in a nice package, 
it it in a box, put a ribbon on 
it, and perfume it.”” 

Pessin was referring to the 
construction of two incinerators, 
one in Madison County and one 
in St. Clair County, which is 
being called for under a draft of 
a waste management plan being 
Eroposed for the counties of 
‘Madison, St. Clair and Monroe.

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Dixon said U.S. aid helped 
Solidarity’s rise to fame

_.-WASHINGTON — U.S. Sen. 
Alan Dixon said Wednesday that 
Poland’s move toward democra- 
cy was hel; along by his effort 
in 1987 to funnel $1 million to the 
labor union Solidarity. 

The Illinois Democrat said he 
and others pushed for the aid as 
a way to signal that the United 
States wanted to take an active 
role in developing Polish democ- 
racy. 

“Tt was the very first demon- 
strable and realistic assistance 
to. the then-outlawed union by 
the United States,” Dixon said 
on the Senate floor. 

“Who would have thought that 
two short years later the Polish 
government would be a 
non-Communist controlled, Soli- 
darity-backed government?” he 


added. 

Dixon’s comments came min- 
utes before visiting Solidarity 
leader Lech Walesa addressed a 
joint meeting of Congress, which 
greeted the Nobel Prize’ winner 
with rounds 
applause. 

In his speech, Walesa asked 
Congress to pass a new Marshall- 
Plan for Poland so that Eastern 
Europe could enjoy ‘‘freedom, 
democracy and peace.” 

The aid program, he added, is 
the best investment in the future 
and in peace — better than 
tanks, warships and warplanes.” 

Commenting on the triumphal 
Walesa visit, Dixon said, ‘“The 
Polish people continued to see in 
him what the Communist gov- 
ernment feared most: He truly 
represented the people and was 
able to turn their vision into

stunning reality.” 

On Tuesday, the Senate unani- 
mously passed an aid bill for 
Poland and Hungary totaling 
$738 million over the next three 
years to help the two Eastern 
European countries bolster their 
democratic reforms. 

Poland will receive about 380 
percent of the funding, including 
$260 million to promote private 
enterprise, $200 million for cur- 
rency stabilization and $125 mil- 
lion in food aid. 


Dixon said that despite the ~ 


new U.S. assistance, communist- 
leaders in Poland still had the 
clout to block reforms in place 
and others under consideration., 
“We must keep in mind, how- 
ever, that there always remains 
the prospect of the communists 
damming the river of democracy 
further downstream,” he said.

WASHINGTON — A_ recent 
pre by Sen.

Airlines, told the Senate Com- 
merce Subcommittee on Avia- 
tion.
